80 Meter Frequencies Changed 


Effective March 16, 1991, the Novice/Tech sub- 
band on 80 meters moved from 3700-3750 KHz 
to 3675-3725 KHz. This change was made to 
reduce interference to U. S. amateurs from 
foreign amateurs. Higher class licensees should 
remember that power in the Novice/Tech sub- 
band is limited to 200 watts PEP output.

BILL TO SAFEGUARD AMATEUR 
ALLOCATIONS GAINS SUPPORT 


Largely as the result of letters from constituents, 
23 members of the U.S. House of 
Representatives have signed on as cosponsors of 
H.R. 73, the "Amateur Radio Spectrum Act of 
Lot.” 


"When we get a copy of one of these letters," 
said ARRL's Washington Area Coordinator 
Perry Williams, WIUED, "we make a House 
call" on the representative. It is those letters from 
voters that really get things rolling. 


More letters (and more cosponsors) could 
increase the bill's chances of being considered 
during this session of Congress. (From the

HAMS WERE VITAL LINK TO 
KUWAIT 


Amateur Radio played an important—perhaps 
crucial—role in providing information from 
inside Kuwait during its occupation by Iraq. 


A lone amateur operator in Kuwait City, using 
equipment he managed to keep out of the hands 
of the Iraqis, has, since Aug. 3—the day 
following the invasion—been sending 
computerized message traffic to amateur 
operators outside Kuwait. 


Messages with potentially useful intelligence 
information were used to confirm reports from 
other sources within Kuwait, and may sometimes 
have been the first and perhaps only source. 


"The information was legitimate and authentic, 
no question," a State Department official said. “It 
was very useful." 


"Much of the traffic concerned the atrocities 
being committed in Kuwait," the State 
Department said. "We also got word that the 
Iraqis had begun to move large number of 
Kuwaitis out of Kuwait and into Iraq just a few 
days before the coalition began its land assault." 


Amateur Radio operators on several continents 
were involved in the effort, as well as one aboard 
the USS John F. Kennedy, stationed offshore in 
the Persian Gulf. Traffic with intelligence value 
coming through the Kennedy connection was 
used aboard ship as well as forwarded through 
the radio system to North America. 


The Kennedy connection was lost when 
shipboard radio restrictions were imposed for 
security reasons a few days before the coalition 
bombing began (on Jan. 16). 


The group used AMTOR via the established 
APLINK bulletin board system, using several 
HF amateur bands; most were already well- 
established members of the APLINK network, 
which was designed for efficient message 
handling. (See QST for Jan., 1991, and Nov., 
1990 for more information on APLINK.) 


The identity of the Kuwaiti amateur (code-named 
"Abdul") has been a closely guarded secret; 
during the Iraqi occupation his life could have 
been at great risk. Even following the coalition 
liberation of Kuwait, "Abdul" feared for the 
safety of several of his relatives still missing and 
thought to be in the hands of the Iraqis. 


"Had the word got out, we feared the Iraqis 
might kill every licensed amateur in Kuwait,” 
said Frank Moore, WAIURA/Y, of Ft. Wayne, 
Indiana, one of the U.S. amateurs involved. 


The fear for "Abdul's" safety led two amateurs in 
the chain, both of whom knew him personally, to 
ask personal questions only Abdul would know 
the answers to. His replies "told us he was not 
operating with a gun at his head," Moore said.
